You are to cauſe ſufficient Watch and Ward to be kept by 
0s able in body, with Bills, Guns, or other weapons, in all fit 
s and Towns adjoyning to any great Road, and that you give 
r'to the Conſtables of every ſuch Town, Thar Poſts, Rails and 
be ſet up in eyery ſuch place and Town, to the end to examine 
aflengers, as alſo thereby to ſtop the ſpeedy flight of all Thieves 
Robbers. 
L Andin order to their more ſpeedy apprehenſ1on, you ſhall give 
tr, That they bavein readinels in every ſuch Town, an expert 

1 and anable Horſe, to bea Guide to ſuch as at anytime ſhall 

zurſuir of Thieves and Robbers. 
[. You ſhall give Order, That as they ſhall meet with, or ap- 
nd any ſuch, or any whatever {uſpitious perſons, that they 
with carry them before the next Juſtice of the Peace, to be by 
proceeded withal according to Law. 55S - 
You ſhall take care effeually to ſuppreſs all unlicenſed 
puſes, and all ſuch Alchouſes and houſes whatſoever, uſuall 
taining Travellers and Strangers, which do ſtand in blinde 
ners out of the view of Towns or houſes. 
IT. Thar to all ſuch as ſhall neceſſarily be continued, and all and 
y the Innholders within their Counties, You ſhall give Order 
yein writing every night, viz; by fix of the clock in Winter,and 
jpht of the clock in Summer,to the Juſtices of the Peace, or to ſuch 
x as ſhall be by them deputed, of the number of all Travellers 
ng within their reſpe&tive houſes, and whither they aretra- 
ng : witha full deſcription of their Apparel, of their Horſes, 
lings and Mares: And in caſe of default herein by any Inn- 
xr or Alchouſekeeper, he or they ſo offending are to be ſuppreſ: 
and not ſuffered after to hold or keep any Inn or Alehouſe : And 
are to give Order to the ſeveral Conſtables, to return you a 
&ly account of their proceedings herein.: And you arc every 
ncth to give an account of your proceedings to this Councel,
